One-  of  Montclair*!*  citizen*,  having 
mede  an  investigational  tl*e  working 
ni  tin*  Pullman  sewerage  farm,  in  a 
letter  to  flu-  7V//oj*  gives  the  result  of 
In*  lalion*.  The  following  are  a  few 
extract*  front  the  letter  : 

At  the  attention  of  <,ur  citizen*  is 
now'  l>e mg  directed  with  *o  much  iu- 
terem*  to  sewerage  1  have  thought 
that  some  j^n-mal  invt«tiga£i*ma 
mode  i luring  a  two  month*'  residence 
in  Pullman,  Ill.,  would  l»e  of  general 
intent  t. 

The  town  of  Pullman  i*  on  the  out- 
*kirts  of  Chicago.  The  location  lieing 
flat,  wifji  no  natural  Ununage,  an  ur- 
titicml  system  tieconje*  a  necessity. 
Kven’  building  in  the  town,  of  what¬ 
ever  character,  1*  thorough  pq**l  and 
connected  with  the,  street  main*.  A 
central  pumping  Htation  force*  the 
sewerage  through  then**  mains  to  the 
farm,  which  is  located  about  two  and 
one  half  mde*  from  the  station.  The 
pumps  used  are  nl*>utj  40  horse  pjwer- 
of  the  coinjiound  condensing  tyjie, 
The  pressure  on  the  pump  is  al*>ut 
ten  pmud*,  the  average  suction  lift 
aliout  twelve  feet,  and  the  total  head 
in  forcing  the  Hewert^ge  to  the  ptiut 
where  it  is  utilized  oil  the  farm  aliout 
thirty-five  feet. 

They  are  now  pumping  about  forty 
uiiilioti  gallons  jn*r  month,  ar  500  mil¬ 
lion  1*1*  annum.  Assuming  that  sewer 
age  weighs  eigth  and  three-quarter 
pjunds  i*er  gallon  and  that  the  pumps 
are  doing  a  duty  of  thirty  million  f<xit 
jMiimds  on  an  evaporation  of  ten 
p  mnds  of  water  jn-r  pound  of  coal, 
the  consumption  of  coal  would  lx* 
about  750  pmiuls  p-r  month.  (It 
was  impossible  to  obtain  exact  data 
of  cost  us  their  puiui>s  are  supplied 
from  n  central  1  toiler  station  from 
w  hich  steam  for  other  power  is  taken.) 
The  variation  in  the  amount  of  sewer 
age  pumped  from  month  to  month  is 
a  very  curioos  study,  and  I  can  hard- 
lv  explain  it.  For  instance  in  Decern 
her  S3,  they  pumped  twenty  six  mil¬ 
lion  gidlons,  in  March  ’84,  thirty  nine 
millions  and  the  following  mouth  of 
April  only  twenty- nine  million.  Yet 
the  population  renjained  practically 
the  same,  and  all  the  sewerage  must 
be  handled  daily. 

Concerning  the  sanitary  effect  of  a 
sewerage  farm  in  the  community,  1 
observed  the  Pullman  farm  closely  dur¬ 
ing  the  months  of  June  and  July  and 
never  could  I  detect  the  slightest  odor 
arising  from  it,  nor >  learn  that  there 
ever  had  been  any.  The  farm  work¬ 
ers  live  there  and  the  superintendent 
with  his  family,  and  they  are  as  heal¬ 
thy  as  farmers  usually  are.  Older 
residents  of  the  vicinity  make  no  com¬ 
plaint  ami  are  quite  as  healthy  as  they 
ever  Were.  The  fact  established  here 
is  that  a  sewerage  farm  is  practicable 
and  profitable,  and  that  the  entire  sys 
tern  is  in  everyway  unobjectionable. 

With  some  conditions  more  faw>r- 
oble  to  success  than  Pullman,  there 
seems  to  me  no  reason  for  rejecting 
this  or  something  similar %o  long  as  it 
is  a  physical  impossibility  that  we  can 
do  anything  better,  and  something 
must  ultimately  be  done.  The  soon¬ 
er  we  take  the  initiative  the  more  oer 
tain  we  are  to  retain  the  most  envia¬ 
ble  reputation  we1  now  have,  and  make 
the  .  enterprise  doubly  profitable  by 
greatly  enhancing  the  value  of  our 
property.
